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DETAILED ACTION 

Further explanation of item # 3 on the enclosed Advisory action: 
The proposed amendment to instant claim 1 would introduce NEW MATTER due 
to broadening the disclosure of parameter R compared to the disclosure as filed. 
Applicants cite support for this amendment at page 35, line 25, through page 36, line 
25. Consideration of said support reveals that R is not generic but rather a function of 
pathway i and cellular constituent k which are not functional dependencies in the 
proposed amendment to claim 1 . Also, R is further dependent upon a and t parameters 
which themselves are parameterized. Part of the R parameterization of pages 35-36 is 
present in claim 1 but not all thus proposing NEW MATTER amending. The D 
quantitation equations proposed in the claims also are new limitation issues, not 
previously presented. This NEW MATTER as well as new limitations would require 
further consideration and/or search. 

Further explanation of item # 1 1 on the enclosed Advisory action: 
The prior art rejection based on Rine et al. is maintained and reiterated from the 
previous office action, mailed 8/1 1/04, due to the above noted non-entry of the 
amendment, but would have been overcome if the above discussed amendment had 
been entered.
